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4,000 people must find new doctors after GPs to shut down

MORE than 4,000 south of the bor¬ 
ough patients will have to find an¬ 
other GR 

Gosbury Hill Clinic, which 
opened just six years ago, and 
Grays Medical Practice in Or¬ 
chard Gardens will both close on 
September 30 after owner IMH ter¬ 
minated its contract and Kingston 
CCG decided not to find a new GP 
to take on the site. 

Letters have been sent out to 
patients—1,662 from Gosbury and 
2,535 from Grays—stressing not 
to leave it until the last minute to 
register with a new GP. 

Dr Kathryn MacDermott, di¬ 
rector of planning and primary 
care at Kingston CCG, said: “Af¬ 
ter careful consideration, we felt 
it was not in the best interests of 
patients to pursue going out to the 
market to seek a new GP provider. 

“Procurement takes time, sub¬ 
stantial human effort and mon¬ 
ey, all of which we felt would be 
better invested in GP services 
now.” 

An NHS England survey sentl 
to the practices’ patients received 


468 responses, with 48 per cent 
supporting procurement and 47 
per cent in support of patients be¬ 
ing dispersed to other surgeries. 

Dr MacDermott added that GPs 
are unlikely to buy into a surgery 
with less than 6,000 patients. 

She said: “Evidence strongly 
suggested that if we did undertake 
a procurement exercise for such a 
small list size it was highly unlike¬ 
ly to attract suitable bids. 

“We appreciate that change 
can be difficult, particularly 
when it involves GP and patient 
relationships.” 

The closures come on top of 
newly diminished walk-in centre 
services, which will move from 
Gosbury Hill to Surbiton Health 
Centre and run just three days a 
week. 

The move was subject to a criti¬ 
cised consultation in October last 
year. 

At the time Surbiton Health 
Centre staff expressed con¬ 
cerns about its capacity to 
accept new patients. 

The centre also runs

minor operations sessions and 
outreach clinics. 

Dr MacDermott said: “Conver¬ 
sations on increasing access with 
our Chessington practices and 
work to commission an enhanced 
primary care service at Surbiton 
Health Centre [are] on-going.” 

She also stressed that the 
Orchard Practice, based 
in the same building in 
Hook and with about 
6,000 registered patients, 



has been given permission to 
expand. 

At a meeting between patients 
and the CCG, NHS England and 
IMH last month she admitted 
if Orchard could prove it could 
take the extra patients then the 
practice taking on the building 
full-time would be her “preferred 
option”. 

She said GP services would 
always run from the Hook 
site. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry described the Grays 
closure as “a real blow for pa¬ 
tients” when it was announced 
last month, but was more positive 
when Orchard has agreed to take 
on patients. 

He said: “Lots of residents I have 
spoken to have already moved over 
to the Orchard Practice. 

“That site is being secured by 
the CCG for GP services. 

“Orchard is taking on new GPs 
and I believe some of the staff will 
move over. 

“I am keeping an eye on the 
progress.”

AN outline planning application for 
massive redevelopment on the old 
Toby Jug site in Tolworth has once 
again been refused. 

Councillors voted six to five to 
reject developer Meyer Bergman’s 
proposal for 705 homes, a doctor’s 
surgery, nursery and shop on the bor¬ 
ough’s biggest brownfield site. 

The European investment com¬ 
pany bought the land last year from 
Tesco after the supermarket chain 
failed to gain planning permission 
for various store and housing appli¬ 
cations over more than a decade. 

The impact the homes would have 
on traffic near and around Tolworth 
roundabout and the density of the 
buildings were the main reasons for 
refusal.

Tolworth and Hook 
Rise councillor Tom Davies said: “If 
we had seen some movement on the 
number of units then maybe it would 
be more amenable to residents.” 

The developer was commended for 
proving 705 homes could be put on 
the site without building huge tower 
blocks, after architects removed the 
two tallest 15 and 18-storey high-ris¬ 
es. 

Alexandra councillor Chris Hayes 
said: “We welcome the climbdown in 
height but at 705 homes the applica¬ 
tion is [too dense]. Tolworth deserves 
better.” 

Lucy Simpson from TfL said the 
project would not cause unmanagea¬ 
ble traffic. 

She said: “It is in our best interests 
to understand our network. We are 
not going to support something that 
has a negative impact.” 

But Cllr Lorraine Rolfe added that 
TfL had not taken into account the 
number of cars the nearby Lidl pro¬ 
posal would bring. 

Conservative coun¬ 
cillor Jack Cheetham 
argued that he could 
not approve the out¬ 
line proposal as the 
amount of units, park¬ 
ing spaces, density 
and levels of afforda¬ 
ble housing had not 
been agreed - Meyer 
Bergman only sought 
to prove 705 homes 
were viable on the 
land. He said: “It is 
difficult because the

application doesn’t have to confirm 
anything. How can we possibly con¬ 
firm or refuse something where the 
numbers are not confirmed?” 

“It makes me question why the ap¬ 
plicant has even given us an outline 
to consider.” 

A Meyer Bergman representative 
said: “This proposal is deliverable 
and will bring life back to Tolworth. 


It will provide the homes and jobs 
that are going to be needed. It has ex¬ 
tremely strong planning merits.” 

Kingston and Surbiton MP James 
Berry said: “This is the biggest 
brownfield site in the borough and 
for many years it been earmarked for 
significant development. 

“We need to make sure the council 
gets it right.” 


A FORMER Harlequins rugby 
star has been acquitted of actu¬ 
al bodily harm following a vio¬ 
lent nightclub fight in Brighton 
which left two victims with fa¬ 
cial injuries. 

Jordan Turner-Hall, 28, of 
Bridge Road, East Molesey, was 
arrested and charged following 
a fight at a Brighton bar on Oc¬ 
tober 30, 2014. 

A jury found Mr Turner-Hall’s 
friend, 27-year-old James Fair- 
hall, guilty of grievous bodily 
harm at Hove Crown Court on 
Friday, July 1, after the brawl 
with two 21-year-old victims in 


Brighton nightclub Pryzm. 

Mr Turner-Hall was found 
not guilty at the same hearing. 

One of the victims was left 
with a fractured cheekbone, a 
broken nose and bruised face, 
and the other had chipped teeth 
and a cut lip. 

Police arrested Mr Turn¬ 
er-Hall, who has two England 
caps, and Fairhall three weeks 
later and charged them in June 
last year. Shop assistant Fairh¬ 
all, from Brighton, will be sen¬ 
tenced on July 29. He was found 
not guilty of a second charge of 
actual bodily harm.

Schoolboy’s mother warns parents 
of hidden dangers of the internet

THE mother of a murdered 
schoolboy has warned King¬ 
ston parents of the internet’s 
hidden dangers. 

Lorin LaFave’s son Breck 
Bednar was just 14 when he 
was groomed online by Lew¬ 
is Daynes - an 18-year-old he 
had been gaming and chat¬ 
ting with. 

Daynes stabbed the Cater- 
ham schoolboy to death in 
February 2014 and then post¬ 
ed pictures of his body on 
social media before sending 
them to Breck’s friends. 

Ms LaFave visited King¬ 
ston College last Tuesday to 
talk about her son’s murder 
and her charity, the Breck 
Foundation. Despite limits 
on access to electronics, pa¬ 
rental controls and a ban on 
playing games with Daynes, 
her tech-savvy son found 
ways to get around blocks. 

Breck was invited into a 
group on TeamSpeak, soft¬ 
ware that allows gamers to 
voice-chat while they play. 


Ms LaFave said: “When 
they invited him into an on¬ 
line gaming group I was de¬ 
lighted. But I noticed there 
was a deeper, older voice I 
didn’t recognise.” 

Daynes, who set up the 
group’s gaming server, told 
the others he was working 
undercover for the FBI in 
New York, and bought Breck 


an iPhone so they could com¬ 
municate in secret. 

Ms LaFave said Breck be¬ 
came moody and disengaged, 
and that things worsened 
when she banned him from 
associating with Daynes. 

She said: “I became sure 
he was being groomed, but I 
didn’t know if it was for sex 
or terrorism or hacking.” 


Ms LaFave called Surrey 
Police, which gave her a 
“false sense of security”. 

She said: “I felt safe that if 
this was a 40-year-old paedo¬ 
phile they’d say something”. 

But Daynes was never in¬ 
vestigated. On February 17, 
2014, Daynes paid £100 for a 
taxi to drive Breck from Sur¬ 
rey to Essex. He was never 


seen alive again. Daynes was 
sentenced to a minimum of 
25 years in prison for murder 
in January 2015. 

Ms LaFave said her son had 
a school assembly about the 
dangers of the internet but 
had found it “boring”. She 
said: “When I go to schools I 
say, ‘Don’t listen to me, think 
about what Breck would say 
now.’ He was clever, but they 
all believed this predator was 
someone to be trusted.” 

Ms LaFave told the au¬ 
dience her first call should 
have been to the Child Ex¬ 
ploitation and Online Protec¬ 
tion Centre (CEOP), which 
investigates suspected cases 
of online grooming. In 2012- 
13 CEOP arrested 192 people. 

An Independent Police 
Complaints Commission in¬ 
quiry found a call handler 
lacked vital knowledge that 
could have helped Ms LaFave. 

Surrey Police also failed 
to check the Police National 
Computer, which would have 
shown Daynes had been ac¬ 
cused of raping a minor. 

The force paid Breck’s par¬ 
ents an undisclosed sum in 
March.

Committee reveals its response to consultation on proposals 

Re-worked Crossrail 2 
plan is set for autumn

THE Crossrail 2 committee has 
released its response to the con¬ 
cerns raised in the public consul¬ 
tation into the plans for the new 
railway 

Nearly 21,000 people wrote to 
the team between October and 
January. 

A re-worked plan will be re¬ 
leased for a second consultation 
round this autumn. 

The report describes itself 
as an ‘interim response’ to the 
consultation, saying: A project 
the sheer size of Crossrail 2 in¬ 
evitably presents enormous and 
complex engineering challenges, 
including some that involve sta¬ 
tions and sections of the route of 
critical importance to the overall 
project, and which have attracted 
intense public scrutiny.’ 

Design changes have been 
made for ‘every station’ because 
of consultation responses, ac¬ 
cording to the group. 

In a statement, Transport for 
London’s managing director for 
Crossrail 2, Michele Dix, said: 
“Taking into account the views 
of people along the length of the 
proposed route is an integral 
part of our design process for 
Crossrail 2. 


“Crossrail 2 is absolutely vital 
to meet the increasing demands 
of the rapidly growing popula¬ 
tion of London and the south 
east. 

“It will also help support hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of new homes 
and jobs across the region.” 

Bosses anticipate four Cross¬ 
rail 2 services per hour will serve 
Malden Manor, Tolworth, Chess- 
ington North and Chessington 
South, rather than the current 
two. 

Surbiton’s fast peak links to 
Waterloo would move to lines cur¬ 
rently used by stopping trains, so 
that more fast trains from Wok¬ 
ing, Guildford, Portsmouth and 
Southampton can run into Water¬ 
loo. TfL heads say journey times 
will remain the same. 

Extra stops may be added at 
Wimbledon, Clapham Junction 
or Vauxhall. 

The report says Kingston has 


the highest footfall of any station 
on its branch and would require 
a high frequency of trains. 

Up to eight Crossrail 2 trains 
per hour, in each direction, 
would serve Norbiton, Kingston 
and Hampton Wick, with four 
trains per hour continuing on to 
stop at all stations to Shepperton. 

The report accepts that both 
Raynes Park and New Malden 
stations will require improve¬ 
ment work, such as additional 
platforms and changing to sig¬ 
nalling. 

It also insists that level cross¬ 
ings at Elm Road, West Barnes 
Lane and Motspur Park will need 
to be removed due to the more fre¬ 
quent trains, but adds that Cross¬ 
rail 2 will ‘work closely with 
local communities and the local 
authority to find an appropriate 
resolution for each crossing’ and 
discusses the possibility of build¬ 
ing new bridges or underpasses. 


Piles of rubbish set alight 


THREE fire crews were called to 
the derelict Toby Jug site behind 
Charrington Bowl where piles of 
rubbish had caught light. 

London Fire Brigade said it 
send three fire engines to the 
blaze. A spokeswoman said that 
a “pile of discarded household 
waste was alight”. 

Crews from Sutton, Surbiton 
and Wimbledon were called at 
about 4pm on Saturday, and the 
flames were under control at 
5.45pm. 

Last week councillors voted 
against outline plans for the con¬ 


struction of 705 homes, a doctor’s 
surgery, a town square and more 
on the land that has lain derelict 
for more than a decade. 

First Tesco and now invest¬ 
ment firm Meyer Bergman have 
put forward unsuccessful plans 
to redevelop the site. 

Last year this newspaper re¬ 
vealed one of the borough’s 
worst litter spots was the portion 
of the land abutting Tolworth 
train station. After the story was 
published both Tesco and Net¬ 
work Rail pledged to clean up 
their parts of the mess. 


Sex offender 

A convicted New Malden sex 
offender has been jailed for 16 
months. 

Robert Lloyd, 66, of Wood¬ 
lands Avenue, admitted failing to 
comply with his notification re¬ 
quirements and twice breaching 
a sexual harm prevention order. 
He was sentenced at Kingston 
Crown Court on June 28. 

Kingston police put out an ap¬ 
peal to find Lloyd after he failed 
to report to officers on Thursday, 
April 28. Lloyd was arrested af¬ 
ter he was spotted in Acton town 
centre on Friday, June 3. 
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27-year-old had been taking ‘Superman’ pills before he died

Pill was a 'fatal lottery’ 



A MAN found dead in his bathtub 
after throwing furniture around 
his bedroom entered a “fatal lot¬ 
tery” after taking ‘Superman’ ec¬ 
stasy pills at his Worcester Park 
flat. 

Bulgarian Rosen Ivanov, 27, 
was found dead in his blood¬ 
stained flat in The Avenue on Au¬ 
gust 21 last year. 

His flatmate and friend of 10 
years, Dinko Karavalchev, had 
frantically sought neighbours’ 
help after the pair spent the pre¬ 
vious night drinking and taking 
drugs in Rushmere Court. 

After drinking whisky and 
vodka they snorted MDMA and 
took what they believed to be ec¬ 
stasy tablets. They had bought 
three tablets emblazoned with 


the Superman ‘S’ logo earli¬ 
er that night. After taking two 
thirds of two of the tablets, Mr 
Ivanov, a project manager for 
a printing company in Colliers 
Wood, began to hurl his bedroom 
furniture around and then lay 
on the floor, Mr Karavalchev told 
Woking Coroner’s Court. 

Mr Ivanov then snorted an¬ 
other two thirds of a third pill, 
stripped to his underwear and 
writhed like a swimmer under 
the living room table. 

Mr Karavalchev said: “I asked 
him, ‘Are you going to die?’. I 
have never seen such a strange 
movement. His eyes popped out 
and I ran to get help.” 

Paramedics and police were 
called at 6.38am. 

In a statement, South East 
Coast Ambulance paramedic 
Oliver Reed wrote: “Within five 
minutes of arriving at the flat it 
became clear Mr Ivanov was de¬ 


ceased. Rigor mortis had set in.” 

Mr Ivanov’s mother Nadca 
Donewa asked Mr Karavalchev 
why he did not call the police 
sooner. He said: “I thought he 
would get better.” 

Mr Karavalchev was arrested 
in connection with the death but 
released with no further action. 

Coroner Simon Wickers said 
rigor mortis took from two to six 
hours to set in. He said: “Without 
clear timings, neither this court 
nor his family will ever know 
whether earlier intervention 
could have saved Rosen.” 

Mr Ivanov died a drug-related 
death, he concluded. 

Mr Wickers added: “Rosen’s 
death highlights the dangers of 
taking tablets, the contents of 
which are completely unknown 
to the taker.” 

Surrey Police confirmed the 
investigation into Mr Ivanov’s 
death had been closed.

The flooding left the club’s 
charity golf day on Wednesday, 
during which about 150 people 
form teams of two and compete 
for prizes for charity, in danger 
of being cancelled. 

Robert Hunter, head profes¬ 
sional at the Malden Golf Club, 
said: “That main runs along 
our seventh hole and it gushed 
out for over 24 hours. It flooded 
right across one half of the golf

Caution for 
shift doctor 

A DOCTOR who interrupted con¬ 
sultations at a sexual assault cen¬ 
tre to take calls for NHS 111 has 
been given a warning. 

Dr Nazura Hyder Zaman Khan 
was contracted by Harmoni in 
2012 as a medical examiner at 
Cobham’s sexual assault referral 
centre. She later took a 111 con¬ 
tract with Harmoni, then based 
in Surbiton. 

A tribunal found this month 
that Dr Khan had invoiced for 
concurrent shifts at both servic¬ 
es. It said her actions constitut¬ 
ed misconduct but that she had 
shown ‘clear remorse’ and there 
would be ‘no risk’ of repetition. 
Dr Khan repaid earnings from 
the overlapping shifts ‘without 
hesitation’. There was no evi¬ 
dence any patients were harmed. 

Tribunal chairman, Professor 
Stephen Miller, said: “The tribu¬ 
nal sees this as a case of a good 
and efficient doctor in need of ad¬ 
ditional income, working under 
considerable domestic pressure, 
and anxious to assist her em¬ 
ployers by agreeing to take on ex¬ 
tended shifts in response to their 
frequent requests. It is clear that 
Dr Khan did not attempt to con¬ 
ceal her work pattern from Care 
UK and that they did not give her 
any indication that her approach 
was unacceptable.”

Committee recommends alterations to help protect women 

Soliciting sex should 
not be crime, MP says

SOLICITING sex should not be 
crime, according to a former Tol- 
worth sex worker and Kingston 
MP James Berry. 

A group of MPs has called for 
immediate radical changes in 
the way prostitution is policed. 

The Home Affairs Select Com¬ 
mittee, on which Mr Berry sits, 
recommended the changes as 
a way to minimise the risk for 
women selling sex. 

After hearing evidence from 
sex workers, experts and police, 
the cross-party group of MPs 
also said previous convictions 
for prostitution should be wiped 
from criminal records. 

They advised a change in 
brothel-keeping laws to promote 
a safer environment for women 
working together. While buying 
or selling sex is legal, advertis¬ 
ing in public - soliciting - is not, 
nor are brothels. Campaigners 
claim this puts women at risk. 

Former sex worker Jenny 
Medcalf, 47, now works as a sup¬ 
port and outreach officer for

Streatham-based charity Spires. 

She supports the women who 
sell sex on the streets of south 
London by offering them con¬ 
doms and advice, as well as at¬ 
tending court appearances. 

She said: “These women are 
not Julia Roberts in Pretty Wom¬ 
an. They are chaotic, they live 
chaotic lives. About 95 per cent 
of the women I see have a drug 
problem. I definitely support the 
move to decriminalise. 

“When street workers get 
picked up they get a caution or 
arrested and then they have to 
appear in court. Because their 


lives are so chaotic they miss the 
appearance and then they get 
fined. And how are they going to 
get the money? They are going to 
sell sex. It’s a vicious cycle.” 

Politicians suggested a move 
to the Nordic model, which 
means kerb-crawlers looking for 
sex would be still charged with 
a crime, but not prostitutes of¬ 
fering sex. But Ms Medcalf, who 
turned to sex work after falling 
behind on her mortgage when 
she lived in Tolworth, said: “The 
problem is if the men are com¬ 
mitting crime they will want to 
rush the transactions and move 
somewhere out of the way 

“That is something that puts 
women at risk.” She believes 
safety lies in full legalisation. 

Mr Berry said: “All the ev¬ 
idence we heard was that 
sections of the current law 
were doing nothing more 
than putting women at 
risk. People on both sides of the 
argument agreed that.” 

But he did not agree that the 
laws on kerb crawling for sex 
should necessarily be changed.

Fears over 
kid gaming 

CHILDREN as young as five 
are playing computer games 
in which players can abuse 
prostitutes with baseball bats 
and work as drug dealers, ac¬ 
cording to an online safety 
adviser. 

Peter Cowley, from Achiev¬ 
ing for Children, which runs 
child services in Kingston 
and Richmond, said he had 
talked to a primary school 
pupil whose ‘favourite game’ 
was Grand Theft Auto. The 
18-rated game, whose protag¬ 
onists attempt to rise through 
the ranks of the criminal un¬ 
derworld, has gained notorie¬ 
ty for its violence. 

Mr Cowley said: “One of 
the tasks is playing the role 
of a pimp. You have to think, 
‘What is going on there?’ 
Kingston police said they 
would tell the school to make 
a referral to social services if 
they heard that. Infant school 
teachers are telling me pri¬ 
mary school pupils are effing 
and jeffing all over the place.” 

Mr Cowley also warned 
parents about the ‘deep’ or 
‘dark’ web - the parts of 
the internet not indexed 
by search engines where 
criminals can buy guns and 
drugs, or trade pornography. 
He claimed he knew of at 
least two Kingston second¬ 
ary schools where children 
were using the anonymis¬ 
ing browser Tor to look at 
blocked sites like Facebook.

THREE men who started a 
mass drunken brawl after a 
family party in a Kingston 
nightclub have been jailed. 

Nathan Peardon, 23, Scott 
Nicholls and Jay Beer, both 
21, had all been drinking in 
the Viper Rooms before the 
fight broke out in the early 
morning outside TK Maxx. 

The trio were sentenced 
to between 12 and 18 months 
each at Kingston Crown 
Court last Monday for affray 
and actual bodily harm after 
Frenchmen Sebastian Leg¬ 
endre and Floren Zirah were 
attacked outside the club on 
October 19 last year. 

A fourth defendant, Scott 
Moodie, 29, of Hilary Close, 
Hammersmith, will be sen¬ 
tenced on September 14. 

During the trial the court 
heard the group had been 
drinking to excess before the 
fight and most could not re¬ 
member what happened. 

Prosecutor James Cart¬ 


wright said Nicholls and 
Peardon could not remember 
the fight after they were ar¬ 
rested. He said: “Mr Nicholls 
[stated] ‘I don’t remember an¬ 
ything after about 5pm’. He 
had quite a lot to drink that 
night. When he was shown 
the CCTV he said he was dis¬ 
gusted with himself. 

“Mr Peardon said he has no 
memory of what happened 
outside the club. When see¬ 
ing the CCTV he said he was 
embarrassed and ashamed.” 

Chef Mr Legendre said 


his memory of the night was 
hazy after consuming six 
double vodka Red Bulls. 

The group were original¬ 
ly charged with wounding 
with intent and inflicting 
grievous bodily harm, but 
when Mr Legendre could not 
remember who had caused a 
cut above his eye the lesser 
charge of ABH was put to 
them. Only Moodie denied it. 

CCTV footage of the brawl 
outside TK Maxx shows 
the group staggering in the 
street, throwing off their 


coats, attacking the two 
French friends and brawling 
among themselves. 

At a licence review called 
by Kingston police, borough 
commander Glenn Tunstall 
said: “I have viewed the 
CCTV and cannot recollect a 
more violent and sustained 
assault in my 29 years of ser¬ 
vice.” 

The men were found guilty 
of affray and Moodie guilty 
of ABH on May 26. Moodie 
said the group had been there 
for a family party. He said: 
“We were there for my cous¬ 
in Darren’s leaving party He 
was the manager at the Viper 
Rooms. I thought that [my 
family] owned the club to be 
honest, because they worked 
there. It was wicked, there 
were children there. The chil¬ 
dren left at about 9pm.” 

Nicholls, of Richmond 
Park Road, and Peardon, of 
School Lane, were sentenced 
to 12 months in prison for af¬ 
fray and ABH. Beer, of David 
Twigg Close, was sentenced 
to 16 months for ABH and af¬ 
fray and will serve an extra 
two months for a previous 
offence.

Pensioner is honoured 
for fundraising work

A 105-YEAR-OLD Kingston res¬ 
ident who has raised more than 
£100,000 for charity by selling 
used golf balls has been hon¬ 
oured at the House of Lords. 

Max Morris, a keen golfer 
right up until his mid-90s, spent 
some 18 years collecting used 
balls from Coombe Hill Golf 
Club, sorting them by brand, 
boxing them and then selling 
them to raise money for chari¬ 
ties across the country 

He was given a British Citizen 
Award (BCA) at the House of 
Lords yesterday, which honours 
residents for their extraordi¬ 
nary work in different commu¬ 
nities. 

Mr Morris has raised more 
than £100,000. 

He said: ‘I’m very pleased 
to have the recognition for my 
charitable efforts. It’s an honour 
to be awarded a BCA, and I’m 
very thankful that I was nomi¬ 
nated. 

“When I started collecting golf 
balls to donate, I never thought it

would become as large as it was, 
but I’m glad everyone involved 
was able to help.” 

Mr Morris worked for the RAF 
as a French interpreter for air 
support crews during the Sec¬ 
ond World War and was given 
four medals in recognition of 
his service. 

He even travelled to China in 
1957 to help foster better links 


with the country during the 
Cold War. 

After retiring, he moved to 
Kingston with his wife in 1999 
as the commute to his favoured 
New Malden golf club was tak¬ 
ing too long. 

From there he would take 
boxes he collected from the golf 
course to charity shops across 
Kingston for them to sell. He is 
now retired and no longer col¬ 
lects the golf balls. 

The main charities he donat¬ 
ed to were Cancer Research UK, 
St Raphael’s Hospice in Cheam, 
Marie Curie Cancer Care, Ox- 
fam and The Children’s Trust 
for children with multiple disa¬ 
bilities. 

Mr Morris has also been in¬ 
volved with numerous commu¬ 
nity groups, including serving 
on the board of The Unicorn 
Theatre for Children, and was 
even one of the original inves¬ 
tors in the Broadway show Cats. 

He has also taught English to 
Bangladeshi immigrants. 

He was given his BCA medal 
by Irwin Mitchell’s Alison Eddy 
at Westminster yesterday, hav¬ 
ing devoted almost two decades 
to his charitable causes.

Scrap plans 

THE case for airport expansion 
is built on sand and the vote to 
leave the European Union must 
bring it crumbling down. 

The transport secretary’s 
announcement to delay the 
controversial decision on how 
to move forward with airport 
expansion in the South East 
is political manoeuvring at its 
most cowardly by a government 
in disarray. 

More than that, however, 
passing the buck on this call 
demonstrates the Conservatives 
fundamentally miss the point. 

It is, and always has been, 
a myth that the UK faces an 
airport capacity crisis; we 
already fly more than any other 
country 

All but one UK airport is 
currently under-capacity and 
demand is likely to fall, rather 
than rise, following Britain’s 
decision to leave the EU. 

Nine of the 10 most popular 
destinations from Britain’s 
busiest airport involve short- 
haul flights. 

Existing rail services could 
offer workable alternatives on 
most of these routes. 

As trains are ten times less 
polluting than planes, this 
would also be better for the 
environment. 

We cannot hope to meet vital 
climate change targets while 
building major new runways 
- the two policies are wholly 
incompatible.

I attended the development con¬ 
trol meeting where planning per¬ 
mission was refused again for 
the development known as King 
George’s Gate.

No change on the number of 
dwellings proposed, but really 
significant differences in height, 
massing and the provision of 
public domain space. 

I think even the objectors were 
impressed with that aspect. 

A design that addresses Tol- 


worth station with verve and 
provides a bus interchange - 
won’t we be pleased of that when 
it is a busy Crossrail 2 station? 

The developers and the coun¬ 
cil’s officials thought they had 
met the other objection, too, 
about insufficient evidence on 
traffic impact. 

The weakness of traffic plan¬ 
ning moved from farce into de¬ 
spair when the TfL planner said 
that the forthcoming Lidl HQ’s 
traffic needs were impossible, 
and for that reason could not be 
considered along with this de¬ 
velopment. 


We know it is coming; we want 
the jobs; we know it is going to 
be a huge traffic challenge; so 
we will put our heads in the 
sand while we consider this ap¬ 
plication! 

I wrote via the newspaper a 
little while ago, appealing for 
all the pressures on the A3 to be 
considered together, a strategy 
for this huge planning problem 
that cuts through our town. 

Clearly this is not being lis¬ 
tened to even though in TfL’s 
simulators we have the tool. 

We need housing. We need 
desperately to use this site that 


has been derelict for 10 years, a 
blot on our town. 

We have a plan that has been 
evolved into something quite 
sensible and quite attractive, 
through the application of the 
democratic planning process. 

It is all stalled by the internal 
combustion engine and its insa¬ 
tiable demands. 

Can’t we solve this, and get 
a decent development in Tol- 
worth?

The revised 1 Series looks to establish itself 
as the premium hatch of choice in a hotly- 
contested sector. JONATHAN CROUCH 
takes an in-depth look at the vehicle... 


ON THE ROAD: 
BMW ISERIES 


BACKGROUND: Having updated 
the look of the second generation 
version of their 1 Series model in 
2015, BMW has more recently 
properly updated he engine range 
you get beneath its bonnet. First, 
there were three cylinder 1.5-litre 
entry-level units for the respective 
petrol and diesel line-ups. Then we 
got a pokier 2.0-litre unit for 118i 
and 120i variants. Finally, the top 
M140i hot hatch has been blessed 
with a pokier straight six 340bhp 
3.0-litre powerplant. The engineers 
have certainly been busy. 
DRIVING EXPERIENCE: 

Under the bonnet there's a fresh 
'Baukasten' 2.0-litre four cylinder 
Twin Scroll turbocharged engine 
for the 120i and the 125i variants, 


respctively developing either 184 
or 224bhp, a useful improvement 
on what was offered by the 1.6 
and 2.0-litres units offered in these 
variants before. Meanwhile, at 
the top of the line-up, the sporting 
M140i hot hatch gets a new 
3.0-litre straight six developing 
340bhp and 500Nm of torque, 
enough to send this car to 62mph 
in just 4.6s if you specify the 
paddleshift auto gearbox. You may 
not have come across the three 
cylinder 1.5-litre entry-level engines 
ether, the 136bhp unit used in the 
118i petrol model and the 116bhp 
powerplant used in the 116d diesel. 
Even the 2.0-litre diesel used in the 
mid-range diesel variants that most 
customers want has been tweaked 



in recent tmes. It develops 150bhp 
in the 118d, 190bhp in the 120d 
and 224bhp in the 125d, the latter 
variant benefiting from multi-stage 
turbocharging. 

The majority of 1 Series models 
get a regulation six-speed manual 
gearbox, but the all-wheel drive 
120d xDrive variant features as 
standard the eight-speed Steptronic 
transmission. The eight-speed 
Sport Automatic 'box is available 
as an option for the 125i, 120d, 
120d xDrive and M140i models. 
This transmission is standard on 
the BMW 125d. It features faster 
gearchanges, shift paddles on 
the steering wheel and a Launch 
Control function. 

DESIGN AND BUILD: The 1 


Series is still a bit more cramped 
in the back than something like a 
Golf. Nevertheless, the cabin is a 
good deal better looking than most 
rivals and the package of facelift 
changes back in 2015 brought us 
a revision to the dashboard minor 
controls. Both the air vents and 
the controls for the radio and the 
automatic air conditioning feature 
chrome surrounds, while the radio 
and automatic air conditioning 
keypads are set against smart 
high-gloss black panelling. There's 
also a standard freestanding, 6.5- 
inch Control Display. Choose the 
optional Professional Navigation 
system and a bigger 8.8-inch 
display is fitted. All 1 Series models 
are optionally available with a 


40:20:40 split rear seat backrest: 
folding one or more of the sections 
allows boot capacity to increase in 
stages from 360 to 1,200-litres. 
MARKET AND MODEL: Prices 
open at just over £21,000 and 
there's a premium of around £500 
if you want the five-door rather than 
the three-door bodystyle. The top 
M135i flagship is priced from just 
over £31,000. The 1 Series range 
is offered in three mainstream 
trims —SE, Sport and M Sport. 

The SE nets you remote control 
central locking, keyless engine 
ignition, electric window controls, 
electrically heated exterior mirrors 
and the Driving Experience Control 
switch. Also included is automatic 
air conditioning, a multi-function 


leather steering wheel adjustable 
for height and reach, a rain sensor 
including automatic driving lights 
control and a front passenger 
airbag that can be deactivated. 

A CD and DAB stereo with six 
speakers and an AUX-ln socket, 
plus Bluetooth audio streaming 
functionality are other standard 
equipment features, along with 
the iDrive operating system and 
the BMW Navigation system. The 

16- inch alloy wheels look a bit puny, 
but then there's always the options 
list. Or indeed, the Sport model for 
another £1,000 more. This gets 

17- inch rims, ambient lighting, 
black high-gloss interior trim, Sport 
exterior styling elements, Sport 
steering wheel and Sports seats.
